but showed more goodwill snd a determination t2 wipe out what 
was rea'ly a stain upon the Empire (cheers).

4 TERRIFIC PROBLEM.

It might even be neces- 
sary so to modify the Cabinet as

tothe German Government they 
received a reply that the Govern- 
ment hoped to Increase the taxa- 
tion revenue by two milliards 
paper marks (£8,000,000) by taxa- 
tion on spirits alone.

There 
seems,to be some’ ground for the 
first objection since the brandy 
curve shows a@ striking declina- 
tion from 615,851 hectolitres in 
1919-20 to 229,084 hectolitres ip 
1920-21, Bot itis probatly tem- 
porary. It may be the result of 
causes otber than taxation, and 
in any case the power of taxation 
to alter. the habits of a 
people is generally question- 
ed. The Socialists position is 
another .and much more real 
matter. It bas already been 
mobilized, and .a formidsble 
struggle may easily ensue upon 
this point. The Socialists have 
their own panaceas for the sick 
finances, and they might easily 
come out with plans for extensive 
nationalisation as a counterblast 
to any tuch attempt.

Ho recognises, ‘however, the 
value af the provision inserted 
by the Assembly permitting any 
member to sign a Protocol re- 
cognising, in relation to any 
other signatory, accepting a 
similar obligation, .comoulsury 
jurisdiction in all cases. Several 
lesser States have already signed 
this voluntary protoco!, but Lord 
Fhillimore pertinently remarks

“The jurisdiction of the Court 
is imperfect until all the members 
of the League have adhered to 
the Second Protocol, and Great 
Britain has s> far set a bad exr- 
aotple by halding back. All the 
energies of those who favour the 
Leagne of Nations should be 
employedte procure the.adhesion 
of Great Britain to it.” 

PLATFORM OF PEACE. 

Lord Robert Cecil’s “general 
reflections” onthe First Assemb- 
ly form an admirable apprecia- 
tion of the five weeks" meetings 
asa whole, and one of his obser- 
vations in particular calls for 
special attention: 

“Itis to be hoped”, he writea, 
“that at the next Assembly we 
may have a discussion on the 
state of the world, worthily in- 
tiated and sustained by the lead- 
ing statesmen of all countries. 

“Why should not the Prime 
Minister of the British Empire or 
of France take advantage of the 
unequalled platform that the 
Assemby affords for the purpose 
of drawing the attention of man- 
kind toany matters which may 
threaten the peace of the world or 
whict may require the efforts of 
meu of goodwill for their adjust- 
ment? 

The fact that by the time the 
next Assembly meets the Sup 
treme Council of the Allies pro- 
mises to bave largely exhausted 
ita functions lends ad led force to 
Lord Robert's question.

ed in tramp trades, it was learned 
in Hongkong this morning. The 
name of the Yamashitz Kaisha 
was coupled with the proposed 
service and enqviries madeat the 
Yocal office of the Company 
proved the truth of gossip heard 
on the Prays. ~ 

Officials of the Company here 
said that consideration is being 
given to the likelihood of ia- 
stituting a regular line of cargo 
steamei:s from Japan to the 
countries bordering the Pacific, 
butas yet nothing definite con, 
cerning the matter had been 
reached. A statement of the 
Company's decision one way or 
the other will be made early io 
August, the official said. The 
ports of call mentioned as the 
anes to be-touched at if the pro- 

- posal ba consumated are:—Yoko- 
bams, Seattle, Portland. San 
Francisco, Australia (unnamed), 
Hongkong and Shanghai. Sailings 
ara set down as monthly. 

The Yamashita, Kisen Kaisha 
has a considerable fleet, most of 
which is running in tramp trades 
between the Far East, Java porls, 
Aostralia, and the Pacific Coast. 
Altogether 39 vessels fly the 
Company's flag at present and of 
that number 2h steamers are 
undercharter. | 

Empress Liner in Port. 

Early this morning the C.P.0.S. 
steamer Empress of Japan ar- 
rived at Hongkong from Van- 
couver and wayports. The vessel 

had a pleasant voyage with good 
weather most of the time. The
